Board Scans Theatre 
Discusses New Store 


Beauties And Aquabats 
At Annual Swimfest 


The first item on the agenda of 
the GCS board of directors^ meet¬ 
ing last Friday was the raising of 
the present $10,000 revolving fund 
to $25,000. At a previous meeting, 
the board had agreed to a $5000 in¬ 
crease to meet the emergency of 
withdrawals by members moving 
out of Greenbelt or in need of funds, 
with final action to be voted upon 
at a later date. Since the original 
$10,000 was 10% of GCST capital 
stock when the stores were opened 
and the capital stock has more than 
quadrupled, this increase in the re¬ 
volving fund indicates the rate of 
growth of the co-op enterprises. 

New Store Problems 

The executive committee report 
recommended that the “basic rights 
and privileges of ne|v members in 
the area of the new store be set up”; 
that “they elect an advisory board 
by the PR system to meet with 
GCS directors at regular meet¬ 
ings.” T. George Davldscn took 
exception to the words “rights” 
and “privileges.” Carolyn Miller 
expressed the opinion that mem¬ 
bership in the new store should en¬ 
title stockholders to the same ex¬ 
ercise of expression as the people 
enjoy in Greenbelt. Another di¬ 
rector felt that this “advisory board 
-should make recommendations on 
promotions and grievances.” It 
was suggested by Walter Volck- 
hausen that the New Hampshire 
«tore manager should meet with 
♦hat advisory board in discussing 
meir needs and problems, but 
*‘would not make policy,” that func¬ 
tion to be performed by GCS di¬ 
rectors and management. Volck- 
h^rt•ser^-raised a question that he 
felt the new area membership would 
want answered, “just what influ¬ 
ence will the new membership have 
in the New Hampshire store.” The 
board agreed that this question 
was a pertinent one for the pro¬ 
motional committee to have answer¬ 
ed. Volckhausen is a member of 
this committee. 

Discussion on the name of the 
new store took place, with general 
agreement on the “New Hampshire 
Co-op.”. Each board member was 
asked to write his ideas on what 
the ground-breaking sign should 
contain and submit them to the 
GCS office by Wednesday of this 
week. 

The groundbreaking will take 
place on Thursday, September 14, 
followed by a dinner-meeting at 
6 p.m. for leading citizens in the 
new store’s area and Greenbelt’s 
board of directors. 

Bob Mitchell in h is membership 
committee report stated that “Roch¬ 
dale had turned over their mailing 
list” to GCS; and a “series of mem¬ 
bership meetings will be carried on 
Intensively” in the vicinity of the 
store. 

Bowling On Way 

According to Bassett Ferguson, 
presenting the management report, 
work has been started on the bowl¬ 
ing alleys which should be ready 
for business by the end oif Sept¬ 
ember. The question of where to 
put the beer, soda and snacks enter¬ 
prise that has occupied the base¬ 
ment space was discussed. The pos¬ 
sibility of concentrating tthe sale 
of beverages in the ice cream area 
was mentioned. Mrs. Carnie Har¬ 
per felt that this “would ruin the 
appearance of the store.” A sug¬ 
gestion by Walter Bierwagen was 
“the bakery could be moved where 
the milk refrigerator is, the beer 
refrigerator moved to the present 
bakery counter, the milk stored in 
the space occupied now by the beer 
refrigerator.” It was generally 
agreed by the board that any con¬ 
templated change would have to be 
considered carefully so as not to 
mar the store’s appearance or hin-

DefenseGroupMeets 

The Mayor’s Advisory Commit¬ 
tee on the Greenbelt Disaster Plan 
met for two hours August 29tl;^with 
Director of Civil Defense George 
Panagoulis to discuss elements of 
the separate but related reports 
which the two groups expect to 
make to Council on September 11. 

The Committee chairman. Major 
Lyman Woodman, reported that 
the advisory group’s statement will 
include comment on some of Chief 
Panagoulis’ findings and rccom- 
mendationsj and will provide some 
supplementary data which it de¬ 
veloped independently. 

The committee and the local di¬ 
rector have already agreed on some 
desirable features of a City Disaster 
Plan. “Mr. Panagoulis has acquir¬ 
ed a lot of information of value in 
disaster planning,” reports Major 
Woodman, “and he is relating it to 
state requirements and inter-com¬ 
munity mutual-aid programs. Our 
committee was pleased to find that 
he has already covered much of the 
ground which we had contemplated 
working on. We are trying to co¬ 
ordinate and avoid any overlapping 
of our efforts. What we will to¬ 
gether turn over to the Council 
should provide a useful guide for 
actions to be taken by whosoever 
is designated by the mayor (and 
approved of by the governor) to be 
the permanent civil defense head.”

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Constitutional Convention For Md*

State Constitution Chair many County League of Women Voters 

The question of calling a Constitutional Convention for Mary¬ 
land will be on the ballot in the general election on November 7, 
1950. Although the ballot in November will be long, with many 
state and county offices to be filled, the referendum on the calling 
of a constitutional convention is, from ihe long-term viewpoint, the 
most important item on the ballot. 

The State Bar Associatiop of Maryland, the League of Women 
Voters of Maryland, the Maryland League of Municipalities, and 
other civic organizations have endorsed the calling of a Constitu¬ 
tional Convention this year. Any new constitution or revisions of 
the present document would have to be submitted to the voters for 
final approval. The only question on the ballot this fall is whether 
the time has come for Maryland to review its basic governmental 
document, study it, and .determine if it might not he improved. 

The present Maryland Constitution was written in 1867 during 
the aftermath of the Civil War and was primarily designed to meet 
the conditions of that day. The constitution provided that every* 
20 years ‘‘the sense of the people shall be taken” on calling a consti¬ 
tutional convention, but since that time no convention has been 
called. Over the years, however, the Constitution has been amend¬ 
ed 59 times and 5 more amendments are up to be voted on this 
November. 

With the advancing complexity and growth of the problems of 
state, county, and local government, the process of revising the( 
Maryland Constitution by amendment has reached the point of di¬ 
minishing re turns. It is time that the entire constitution be review¬ 
ed, to determine whether Maryland should adopt an instrument 
flexible enough to stand the test of time as the Federal Constitution 
has. Unlike the 59 amendments in 83 years in Maryland, the Fed¬ 
eral Constitution h^ had to be amended only 21 times in 162 years. 

Should the referendum be carried; the General Assembly will 
set up the machinery for electing delegates to a special constitu- 
tionaJ convention. As has been true in other constitutional con¬ 
ventions in Maryland, 1776, 1851, 1864, and 1867, it is expected that 
citizens of outstanding caliber would be seated in the convention, 
citizens guided by principle in their deliberations and dedicated to 

• presenting the citizens of Maryland with an outstanding document 
on which they could pass judgment before it is enacted into law. 

In previous votes taken under the 2(>-year provision, the refer¬ 
endum failed to carry in 1887 and 1907. In 1930 a favorable ma- 
jority of 14.650 was given the referendum, but because of a techni- 
.:cality the legislature threw out the vote and refused to call a con¬ 
vention. This year the people of Maryland should make special ef¬ 
fort to provide a large enough vote to convince the General Assem- 

• bly that the people of Maryland want a constitutional convention.

Gun Club Tops League 
As Summer Shoots End

Greenbelt shooters won the cham¬ 
pionship of the summer program of 
the Maryland Rifle League as the 
eighth and last/match was' fired on 
the local range last Sunday. Ten 
teams participated in the schedule 
this year, two from the Greenbelt 
Gun Club and one each from eight 
other clubs in the Washington and 
Southern Maryland area. The No. 
1 team from Greenbelt ended the 
season with an average of 1576.72 
points out of 1600. The Terrapin 
Club (mostly Univ. of Md. per¬ 
sonnel) had 1673.87, and the Ber¬ 
wyn Club ended the tournament 
with 1569. 

Unit averages were based on the 
totals of the averages of the four 
best shooters on each team who 
had fired in at least half of the sea¬ 
son’s matches. In fairness to an¬ 
other group of top-notch shooters, 
it should be known that had the 
National Capital Club members 
been able to attend more matches, 
Greenbelt might have taken second 
place instead of the lead. 

As the local program was regis¬ 
tered with the National Rifle Asso¬ 
ciation’s Summer League Program, 
the local club is now in position to 
try again—opposing the Western 
Maryland League champs—for the 
State title. Greenbelt won it last 
year, and in 1946 and 1947 was top 
club in the local League. 

Firing for Greenbelt in the State 
title match, probably in mid-Sept¬ 
ember, will be Ruth and Freeman 
Morgan, Lyman Woodman, and 
Donald Kern. Their team has al¬ 
ready won the NRA League plaque 
and individual medals for what has 
been accomplished so far; the State 
title and awards are now the Club’s 
goal. 

In the League program here this 
summer about 100 different people 
have competed. Five Greenbelt 
members are among the top 10 
shooters in the entire group, so far 
as individual scores are concerned.
